We applaud the cuts Gov. 
Blanchard is making 


According to Governor Blanchard in his 
State of the State address, he will be issuing 
an executive order that includes a 60-million 
dollar cut in the Department: of Social 
Services budget. 

The action will also include a lot of other 
‘cuts in the various departments that make 
up the state’and will total some 225 million 
dollars in savings for the state. 

To all these cuts, and quite a few of them 
will definetely hurt us here in Charlevoix 
County, we say it is about time. 

The Department of Social Services here in 
Charlevoix County alone gives out, ac- 
cording to the most recent figures, 
$4,063,652. The two largest expenditures 
being Medicaid with $1,579,390 and the Aid 
to Families with Dependent Children 
(ADC) with $1,361,946. Even food stamps 

‘here in the county total almost $800,000. 

This money is yours and ours that is doled 
out locally to deserving, and sometimes 
non-deserving families here in the county. 

_ The amount may be almost as much money 
that we send in to the state. 

The cuts that Blanchard is proposing 
would not affect each program equally. 
The cut proposed for the Social Services 
Department is only 3.6 percent of its 
general fund budget. So the Governor is 
hedging a little bit to help protect our 


workers that are unemployed and out of 
benefits. 

But, these cuts and the others that he is 
proposing will not bring our state out of the 
woods and moving towards ending the 
deficit spending spree our legislators are 


' foisting on us,They will only help. He also 


needs an income tax hike, but that is 
another problem. = - 
While we applaud the cuts in the spending 


of the Social Services Department, we do it 
with some remorse because of the situation 
locally. Only lately have the local employers 
started to hire. back some of the laid off 
workers. The majority of those receiving 
benefits (food stamps, Medicaid, General 
assistance and other forms), surely do need 
them to survive. But, if the state reduces 
the programs to reasonable levels and 
tightens up the controls making it harder to 
get them, we believe that the state will be — 
better off and it will become a better state in 
which to live, work and enjoy. 


Possibly, those who are cheating on the 


system will be forced to live elsewhere or be 
forced to take some job that will change 
them from a “‘taker”’ of society to a “‘giver’’, 
so that hopefully, the state can get back 
some of the funds it distributed when the 
times were tough.
